When Peggy Meyer was 16 years old and 
just a sophomore in high school, she saw the 
Huskers play on television in the final four. 
"T already knew they were the best team in 
the Midwest," said the Moorhead, Minn. na- 
tive. "But when I saw them play on TV, I 
knew right then that Nebraska was the place 


for me." 


One visit to the Lincoln campus and she was signed, sealed 
and delivered. She didn't even bother visiting another school. 

While she's been used primarily as a role player throughout 
her Husker career, last weekend in the Arby's Classic, she started 
for the injured Jen McFadden and had two of the best matches of 
her career.

Catholic school in Minnesota. She then went on to be named a 
1990 Mizuno High School Volleyball All-American and one of 
the most highly recruited athletes in the Midwest. 

In addition to her athletic achievements, Meyer is an outstand- 
ing student in psychology who has made the Dean's list every 
semester. 

As Meyer concludes a solid four-year career, her last wish is to 
retirn to the venue where she first saw the Huskers -- the final 
four. 
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In a scheduling peculiarity, the No. 2- 
(Volleyball Monthly) and No. 3-(AVCA) 
ranked Nebraska volleyball team takes on 
No. 18 and No. 19 Duke on both Friday 
and Saturday night at 7:30 p.m. The Husk- 
ers and the Blue Devils have met only once 
in school history. In 1976 Duke defeated 
Nebraska 15-10, 15-4. 

After playing host to the Blue Devils, 
Nebraska embarks on a four-match Big 
Eight road trip, that begins with an Octo- 
ber 8 battle against Oklahoma. Earlier this 
week, the Huskers began their conference 
schedule against Missouri. 


DuKE 

Champions of the Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference, Duke had an incredibly success- 
ful season in 1993. The Blue Devils were 
30-3 overall and advanced to the regionals 
of the NCAA tournament before losing to 
perennial powerhouse Texas, 3-0. 

The success of '93 has carried over into 
'94 as Duke is 8-0 and still the class of the 
ACC, 

Ashley Wacholder, a Volleyball Monthly 


third-team All-American in '93, is the Blue 
Devils’ top attacker. She leads the team in 
kills and digs per game. 


NEBRASKA COLISEUM 

Arguably the toughest place to play in the 
country, the Nebraska Coliseum is one of 
the greatest venues to watch a volleyball 
game. Last weekend a Coliseum record- 
crowd of 4,577 witnessed the Huskers de- 
feat New Mexico in a battle of top 20 teams. 
With the roar of the crowd behind them, the 
Huskers pulled out a 3-1 win, coming from 
behind in game four to win 17-15. 

"I think that teams coming into the Coli- 
seum can be intimidated by the crowd," said 
Husker setter Christy Johnson. "I know if I 
came in here I would be intimidated. It re- 
ally helps when you know all those people 
are behind you." 

This weekend the Huskers will try to win 
their 32nd and 33rd consecutive match at 
the Coliseum and extend to 82 its home 
streak of 1,000-or-more in attendance.
